SECRET CONVENTION, “Ee 
Entered into on the sth of August, 1796, at Berlin, between 
his Mayesty tue Kine or Prussta, and the Frencu 

Repveric. 

[This Convention we present to our readers, merely becaase 
it has appeared in some foreign journals, those of Mentz 
and Neuwied, whence it has been copied into a morn- 
ing paper. ‘he forcign journals concur in stating it as a 
forgery;, we are of the same opinion. At any rate, asit 
is a Convention, if real, which was entered into by the late 
King of Prussia, several months beforé his decease, we can- 
not conceive it can be -receirved asa declaration of the real 
sentiments of his succrssor:] 

Animated with the fame defire “of feeing the unfor- 
tanate war under which Europe: groans, brought to a 
fpeedy termination, and entertaining the fond‘ hopes 
that the time is not far diltant when this falutary with 
fhall be accomplifhed, his Majetty.she King of Pruffia 
and the French Republic have thought it neceflary to 
enter into an amicable. treatye-- His Pruffian Majefty, 
in purfuance of the declarations. madé by him at the 
peace of Bafle, has not withheld the wilh which his 
own dignity asa {tate of the empire, and his bounden 
duty pointed out to him, namely, that the conftitution 
and boundaries of the Empire might be preferved in 
their full integrity. In like manner, his Majefty, con- 
fiding in the French Government, has difeloked the 
with of the Houfe of Orange, that this family might be 
reinftated in their former rank and dignity in Holland, 
under fuch juft modification as might be agreed upon. 
His Majefty has alfo made ufe of every amicable means 
which he conceived neceffary for accomplifhing this ob- 
je@; but, as the French Republic perfifted in the 
opinion that circumflances did not permit them to par- 
ticipate in thofe wilhes, or to favour their completion, 
therefore both parties have entered into a further agree- 
ment with each other through the medium of, their mi- 
nifters, M. Chriftian Henry Curt, Count de Hang- 
witz, Minifter of State to his Proflian Majefty, on the 
one part, and M.g\nton. Bernard Caillard, Plenipo- 
tentiary of the French Kepublic, on the other part. 
Thefe have agreed to the following eventual capi- 
tulation :-— : Pagel 

I. As the French Government has expressed a wish that the 
Republic of the United Netherlands, by way of compensation 
for the territory given up to France, might receive that part 


of the Bishopric of Munster which expends fom the place 


where the Ems enters East Friesland, and up this river towards 
Wintrup ; fron: thence m a direct line over Heyden, and along 
the boundaries of the‘duchy of Cleves, to the point where it 
meets the borders of Holfaad. His Prussian Majesty declares, 
that, in order to give to the French Republic ,an assurafce ol 
liis amicable sentiments, he will not oppose such a measure 
whevever négotiations shall be entered irfto concerning the 


cession of the leit bank of the Rhine to France; and becatse 


the principle of secularization is unavoidably necessary for in- 
demnifying the tempora! princes who must suffer losses by 
such a disposition, his Majesty consents to the adoptior o! 





that yrmciple; and, accordingly, as an indemnification for 
their provinces which lic on the left bank of the Rhine, in- 
cluding the territory of Sevenaer, which in such a case will be 
ceded to France, his Majesty will retain the remainder of the ter- 
ritory of the bishopric of Munster, with the country of Rech- 
lingshauscn. His Majesty reserves to himscif the right to claim 
such further additions as may appear best calculated to atford 
him a complete indenmutication, an object concerning which 
the two contracting power$-will entertain an amicable under- 
standing. 

ll. “Lhe'second article of the treaty of Basle of April 5, 
1795, remains in full force ; comsequently che French Republic 
accepts the mediation of the Kiug of Prussia in favour of other 
Princes of the empire who might wish to enter into negocia- 
tions with France. 

If, In the statements-set forth in the article concerning the 
cession of the left bank of the Rhine to France; and concern- 
ing the adoption of the principle of secularization, his Prussi- 
an Majesty and the French Republic pledge themselves to use 
their united endeavours.to effect, in favour of the Princes of 
the House of Flesse, the secularization of \the ecclesiastical 
states, which shall serve as the most convenient compensation 
to them, in licu of the lands and property which they may 
lose on the left bank of the Rhine; and also co procure the E- 
lectoral dignity for the line of Hesse Cassel. 

IV. His Majesty the King of Prussia pledges himself to 
maintain the cities of Hamburgh, Bremen, and Lubeck, in 
their integrity and present independence. 

V. If at the future pacification, the restoration of the House 
of Orange to its rank ahd dignity in Holland should be deem- 
ed inadmissible, in that case his Prussian Majesty and the 
French Republic pledge themselves that they »will use every 
mediation in their power to bring about a proper accommoda- 
tion between the Batavian Republic and the Princes of Nassau 
Orange; the chief conditions of which shall be ‘on the one 
part, a renunciation of all claims to the dignity of Stadtholder 
as well as to all the immoveable property of those Princes on 
the left hank of the Rhine, and in the Belgic Provinces; on 
the other side, the Batavian Republic sha!l_ make a compensa- 
tion to the Princes of Orange, equivalent, to what they had 
possessed in the United Provineés, and in the Dutch colonies, 
unless. the Batavian Republic Would rather give up to the 
House of Orange the immovedble property just mentioned, in 
order that they might themselves agree tpon a fair exchange 
of this property; or suffer it to be Tice by an arbitrator cho- 
sen by both patties. In ofdér to effect this accommodation, the 
French Republic pledges itself still further, that it will do its 
utmost endeavour fo promote the advantage of the said Prince 
of Orange and his male heirs; to effect the secularization of 
the bishoprics of Wurtzburgh and Bamberg ; and make such 
an arrdngement, that the reversions of .the said bishoprics 
shall be settled on the House: of Brandenburgh, in case the 
male branch of the House of Orange should become extinct. 

VI. The present’ secret convention shall be ratiticd by 
the contracting parties ; and the ratification shall, within six 
weeks, or sooner, if it can be done, be exchanged at Berl. 
In testimony of the same, this convention has heen signed and 
sealed by the u»dernamed Plenipotentiaries. Done at Berlin, 
Augast 5, 1796.

PARIS—AveustT 22. 

The troops which lately broke up their cantonments 
on the Banks of the Meufe, are on their march to the 
Rhine. Other corps fromthe fame quarter are march- 
ing to the Ardennes, where fome commetions, it was 
apprehended, would take place, om account of the prox- 
imiy of the immenfe forelts in that country, and thofe 
in the ancient Electorate of Treves, where feveral fedi- 
tious meetings have been held. ‘The law relative to 
the fuppreffion-of robbery and marauding, has been pro- 
mulgated in all the United Departntents. 

The brigands, to the number of 115 entered Mon- 

 trevault, in the department of Maine and Loire, on the 
12th inft. The arrival was fo fudden that the citizens 
had no time to prepare for their defence, or to make 
their efcape. ‘They carried off all the arms which they 
found there, and compelled the inhabitants to. fupply 
them with proyifions and ‘cloathing. They at length 
retired, and threatening to return in a fhort time and 
force the inhabitants to join them. 

The 4th demi-brigade, fapported by the carabineers 
of the 6th light infantry, and the light dragoons of the 
4th regiment, have acted with great fpirit againit the 
chouans in the invirons of Avranches. They killed up- 
wards of 50, wounded a great many, and took feveral 
prifoners. 

The confcripts in the Commune of Rouen are on their 
march to Dieppe. 

The moft recent news from Touloufe is favourable to 
the caufe of républicanifm. 

Some Ruffian boatmen have lately committed feveral 
excefles in the port of Hambargh, and refifted the le- 
gal infpeétion of their boats; the King of Pruflia has 
publithed a fevere edit again{t thofe of his fubjects who 
fliall for the future be guilty of fimilar mifcondua. 

The Minifter at War is about to eftablifh in every 
garrifoned town, a Committee to fuperintend the pro- 
vifions and ammunition neceffary in cafe of a fiege.
